Report  of  the  Chief  Financial  Officer 
Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  report  is  to  table  the  Draft  Multi-Year  Budget  2014/15  -2016/17  to  Council  for  approval. 

Background 

The  IDP/Budget  Process  Plan  for  2013/2014  was  adopted  on  29  August  2013  (CR/1 3/08/1 3)  in  terms  of  the 
provision  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Management  Act.  The  process  plan  detailed  what  is  needed  to  be  done  in 
order  to  compile  the  2013/14  IDP/Budget. 

Discussion 


Section  16  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Management  Act  stipulates  the  following: 

(a)  The  Council  of  a municipality  must  for  each  financial  year  approve  an  annual  budget  for  the  Municipality 
before  the  start  of  that  financial  year. 

(b)  In  order  for  a municipality  to  comply  with  subsection  (1),  the  Mayor  of  the  municipality  must  table  the 
annual  budget  at  a council  meeting  at  least  90  days  before  the  start  of  the  budget  year. 

Section  24  further  stipulates  that  the  Council  must  at  least  30  days  before  the  start  of  the  budget  year  consider 
approval  of  the  annual  budget. 

The  following  was  taken  into  consideration  when  compiling  the  budget: 

Revenue:  Tariff  increases: 

• Eiectricity:  NERSA  has  issued  a guideline  percentage  price  increase  of  7%  on  electricity 
sales  for  2014/15. 

• Water  services:  It  is  proposed  to  increase  water  tariffs  with  7%. 

• Sanitation:  It  is  proposed  that  sanitation  services  be  increased  by  7% 

• Waste  Removai:  It  is  proposed  to  increase  tariffs  by  6%. 

• Assessment  rates:  With  the  implementation  of  the  new  general  Valuation  Roll  property 
values  will  increase  and  decrease  depending  on  market  values.  The  tariffs  will  be  adjusted 


downwards  for  residential,  commercial,  industrial  and  agricultural  to  make  provision  for  the 
total  increase  in  property  values  with  increase  in  exemption  from  R 15  000  - R1  00  000. 


1.  Other  tariffs;  A revenue  enhancement  strategy  is  continuously  followed  whereby  tariffs  are 
benchmarked  against  other  municipalities  of  similar  size.  New  avenues  of  revenue  are  also  explored 
where  services  were  previously  rendered  for  free  or  at  a minimal  fee. 

2.  Increases  for  the  projected  outer  years  2015/2016  and  2016/2017  are  proposed  to  be  5.4%  and  5.4% 
which  is  in  line  with  National  Treasury’s  inflation  forecasts.  A growth  rate  of  2%  has  been  considered  for 
assessment  rates  and  on  certain  other  services  depending  on  the  type  of  service  rendered. 

Expenses 

3.  Electricity  bulk  purchases  have  been  increased  by  8%  as  approved  by  NERSA. 

4.  Water  bulk  purchases  have  been  increased  by  6%  as  indicated  by  Lepelle  Northern  Water. 

5.  Salaries  and  allowances  have  been  increased  by  6.8%which  is  in  line  with  SALGA’s  bargaining  and 
wage  negotiations  outcome. 

6.  Other  expenses  were  increased  according  to  market  related  demands  and  needs  of  the  different  SBU’s. 

7.  As  part  of  indigent  management  policy,  the  municipality  provides  free  basic  electricity  and  water  of 
1 0Okw  and  6kl  respectively  per  month 


Capital  Budget 

• The  funds  available  for  capital  expenditure  from  conditional  grants  for  the  following  3 years  are  R430  646 
million,  R421  435  million  and  R433  761  million  respectively. 

• Capital  Expenditure  is  allocated  based  on  the  outcomes  of  feasibility  studies.

3.6  A rebate  will  only  be  granted  in  respect  of  a property  on  which  only  one 
dwelling  is  erected  and  such  dwelling  be  occupied  by  the  applicant  and  his/her 
dependants. 

3.7  The  rebate  will  only  be  granted  if  the  applicant  and  his/her  wife/husband  are 
not  the  registered  owner  of  other  premises,  irrespective  where  such  premises 
is  situated,  than  the  premises  occupied  by  him/her. 

3.8  The  required  information  must  be  confirmed  by  a sworn  affidavit. 

3.9  The  said  further  rebate  of  40%  shall  not  be  applicable  on  any  applicant  who  is 
registered  as  an  indigent  and  who  receives  an  indigent  subsidy  from  the 
Polokwane  Municipality.
